My original political commitment was made when, as 


a youth, I became a great admirer of and active worker for 
Governor Hiram Johnson of California. At about the same 
time, and as a logical development, 1 became equally ardent 
in my support of Theodore Roosevelt. The political action 
and philosophy of these two men to me represented the best 
and most dynamic Americanism — Americanism without 
apology and without compromise with selfishness, evil or 
apathy. 

The Republican Party has consistently represented 
human liberty, free enterprise and personal dignity in gov- 
ernment. 

My Republicanism is a positive thing. I hold to it and 
advocate it without detracting from the patriotism and 
public service of members of the opposing party. I have 
been in public life for many years and during them I have 
learned, from association with outstanding men and women 
in both major American parties, that neither has a mo- 
nopoly on virtue. 

It is my firm conviction that the Republican Party was 
founded on principles of liberty with justice, of peace with 
honor, and of orderly progress and social evolution for all 
the people all the time. Acting within this formula, the 
Republican Party has earned the support and the respect 
of the American people since it first entered the arena of 
national political contests a century ago.

The day has finally come. That 
imposing bit of architectural 
handiwork at the east end of 
the campus is ready for oc- 
cupancy.

The fact of the matter 
is that its official title is quite 
unassuming—-the Student Service 
building. Downstairs there is a 
bookstore addition ‘as you al- 
ready know) and a snackbar. 
The second story is the part 
of the building which should 
interest us most. It houses 
offices for the Student Associa- 
tion manager, Assistant Activi- 
ties officer, and Student Associa- 
tion president. Its best feature 
is a spacious, comfortable lounge. 
There will be soft lounge furni- 
ture and room enough to sit, 
talk, read, smoke or just doze. 
Thanks to a generous donation 
we will even have a television 
set. (We realize that the World 


Series is over, but we will have 
the set anyway). 

Our building was erected at 
a cost of $75,000, Approximately 
$60,000 is being furnished by the 
Hornet Foundation and $15,000 
by the Student Association. Our 
part includes payment for all 
lounge furnishings. The only sad 
part is that the building is al 
ready too small for our enroll- 
ment. It will have to do for a 
few years until the State can 
build us an activities building. 
(Note: this will not be too far 
in the future if Proposition No. 
3 is passe’ on November 6.) 

Grand opening of the lounge 
is scheduled for this coming 
Tuesday. There will be an open 
house from noon to 3 p.m. If 
you have any questions about 
the building be sure to ask them 
then. 

One important fact that you 
all should know. The Aggies 
have alerted us to expect at least 
2000 people for tomorrow's 
game. In addition to the students, 
half of the town seems to be 
coming over. Is Davis going to 
have a bigger rooting section 
than we are?

Council Approves New 


Dance Admission Policy 


Student Council approved a 
four point policy for admissions 
to Associated Students after 
game dances which provided for 
free admission to ASSSC card 
holders and a limited number of 
guests. 

Mary Nosler, coordinator of 
social affairs, proposed the fol- 
lowing policy. Only ASSSC card- 
holders and guests will be ad- 
mitted. _A student is entitled to 
bring a date, but if he wishes 
to bring other guests h> must 
pick up passes for them the day 
preceding the game in the office 
of Peter Clute, activities advisor. 
Visiting team members, band- 
men and Student Associa#ion 
card holders will be admitted on 
the same basis as ASSSC card 


holders. 


A fourth point, providing for 
a nominal fee for refreshments 
if they are served, was tacked on 
as an amendment by Corky Fer- 
guison, ASSSC_ secretary-treas- 
urer. The amendment was passed 
unanimously as was the amended 
policy. 

Miss Nosler stated that the 
policy was proposed because of 
the need for more effective ad- 
missions contro] and space limi- 
tations at the hall. She added 
that ASSSC funds paid for the 
dance. 

Council voted to write a formal 
letter of apology to the student 
association at the University of 
California at Davis about the 
theft of the Aggies’ victory bell. 
Council also voted to pay the 
cost of reinstalling the bell. 

Council voted to conduct & 
public opinion poll among the 


of sororities. Many council mem- 
bers stated they believed there 
was sufficient interest in sorori- 
ties to warrant a survey. Bar- 
bara Hansen, women's represen- 
tative, was appointed chairman 
of the poll. 

Cabinet of coordinators will 
conduct a contest seeking an of- 
ficial design for Herkey the 
Hornet. Jack Brooks, ASSSC 
vice president, presented the 
idea to the Council, which ap- 
proved the plan. 

Copies of a revised set of 
ASSSC by-laws were passed out 
to Council members. A_ special 
meeting will be held Wednesday 
at 3 p.m. in the Sierra room to 
discuss the policies. 

Council took no action on a re- 
quest for additional funds by the 
Rally committee, since no repre- 
sentative of that group attended 
the meeting. It was the second 
week the measure had been on 
the agenda.

Expleins Senior Fee 


Editor of Ti.e Hornet: 

The Senior officers, as well as 
Walter Leineke, would like to 
discuss the $13 fee. We were 
made aware of his objections at 
the Senior Class Meeting; and 
for those who could not atttend, 
we'd like to help clarify the 
class officers’ stand on the fee. 

First, when Mr. Leineke re- 
ferred to the fee as obligatory 
and manditory he made it clear 
he does not understand the basic 
idea of the fee. We combined 
these non-compulsory affairs 
with the compulsory six dollars 
only because we felt that every- 
one, not just seniors, would want 
to attend these affairs if they 
could under the new plan. That 
is because we, by means of pre- 
collection, would try to present 
affairs worthy of the more ma- 
ture students on this campus. 

Second, the Alumni dues were 
included because of the advant- 
ages this organization has to of- 
fer to a graduate and because 
the Alumni association, in an 
attempt to acquaint more people 
with its benefits, were willing to 
pay for the barbecue and help 
buy the class gift in return for 
their inclusion in the fee. This 
means, then, that we can spend 
more on a senior barbecue than 
were we to collect from the in- 
dividual. If we were organizing 
the barbecue now, without the 
$13 dollar fee, we would have 
almost nothing to offer as an ac- 
tivity. First, because we'd have 
no idea how many would attend. 
Second, the success would depend 
on how many tickets were sold in 
advance, and the most would be 
much higher than under the thir- 
teen dollar fee. 

Actually, if anyone is assuming 
a loss, it is the Alumni associa- 
tion, who will be spending the 
majority of their dues income 
to finance this affair and the 
gift. What do they get out of it? 
Student acquaintence with their 
association. 

Because of this, the Senior is 
getting more for less. The bar- 
becue will be a more successful 
affair that will bring Seniors to- 
gether, perhaps for the first 
time. The Senior ball will be a 
function that we hope everyone 
would want to attend. The six 
dollar compulsory fees will be 


* paid and out of the way. Your

Young mathematician 
- helps pace 
engineering advances 


Recently General Electrie developed a 
compact, new motor for industrial use. But 
before the motor could be put into automatie 
production, one difficulty remained: to de- 
sign a protective end shield that would con- 
fine any possible explosion to the motor itself.
